THE IRISH QUESTION. 

The moBt puzzling thing to (he mind of 
the Btitiah statesman to day is, wo believo, 
the Irish question. After conturies of 
English rule, it would appear that a largo 
portion of tbo Irish pooplo, not only in Ire- 
land but in othor parts of the world, are 
ready to risk their livos to disrupt the 
British connection. It is a poor compliment 
to the eagaoity of succossive English Govern- 
ments that this is so. Tho Fenians may bo 
an insane organization, but the cause ol 
Fenianism is a standing rebuke to British 
wisdom. We may slur ovor mismanagomont 
with an easy grace, but all tho sophistry in 
the world will not got over lha faat that 
there must be soma serious misrulo that 
keeps a country in perpetual fermentation, 
and nearly always on the brink of insurrec- 
tion. Now that tbo dangers in Ireland have 
been arrested and tho Fenian disturbances 
on the Canadian border quelled, it is to be 
hoped that Earl Grey and Mr. Bright and 
John Stuart Mill will not importune the 
British Parliament in vain for a redress of 
Irish grievances. Reform in this dirootion 
oould not come at a better time, and from 
batter hands than the liberal and enlightened 
men who now form the British Cabinet. Tbo 
press of the Unitod Kingdom teems with 
remedies, English members of Parliament 
and Scotch mombors of Parliament appear 
to be equally anxious with ibe Irish mem- 
bers to adopt a sohemo that will stay the 
general discontent; all it requires is tbe 
carrying oat of some suoh suggestion as that 
proposed by Mr. Bright— that Parliament 
ahould have a short session devoted exclu- 
sively to Irish affairs. Tbe qnestion is a 
pressing one. " We Bhould nut" says the 
NortJi British Review, " longer blind our- 
selves to the state of Ireland. Tho sneers 
of Russian diplomatists may exasperate us 
into dogged denial; tbo persistency of Irish 
members may weary us into ultor disgost 
with the whole subject ; the petulant foolish 
Dature of tho people must dishearten their 
warmost frionds ; but if these excusable emo- 
tions can be for a moment forgotten, can 
any Englishman conscientiously say that 
Ireland is other than a source of sorrow and 
shamo 1 Tho traces loft by long years of 
misrulo are not removed in a day ; but with 
every allowance for this tho state of Ireland 
is still a deep reproach. Disguise it from 
ourselves as wo will, the fact is certain, and 
will at last become clear even to the stolid 
English mind, that nearly all Ireland, save 
the aristocracy and the ahopocracy, is pos- 
sessed by forms of discontent tho discovory 
of which takes us altogether by surprise. 
Church questions and laud questions, im- 
portant everywhere, are of vital importance 
in Ireland. Somothing, indeed, was accom- 
plished by the Encumbered Estates Act. But 
tho teDnroof land in Ireland requires yet freer 
handling ; the gigantic abuse of the Irish 
Establishment must bo abated. Wo may 
shoot the Irish or transport them — in any 
way and all ways improving them off the 
face of tho earth liko Red Indians. This wob 
Cromwell's method ; and whatever wo may 
think of its morality, was an intelligible and 
consistent policy. Or we may conciliato 
them by governing them with deference to 
thoir principles and opinions. Tho one thing 
we cannot do with any result but that of 
misery to them and discredit to ourselves, is 
tho thing wo insist on doing ; namely, to 
govern Ireland with an utter disregard of the 
feelings and wishes of tho bulk ol tho Irish 
people. It is all very woll to talk glibly of 
' justice' and 1 oquulity of laws;' but we 
forget that what is justice boro may bo in" 
justice there, and that " equality of laws'' 
may by the Irish bo regarded as but a sweet- 
sounding namo for forcing English law upon 
the Irish nation. At all events wo Scotch- 
men should never forget that an attempt to 
forco on us an alien Church drove us inio 
wild insurrection, ot whioh W3 are now 
proud, and the slorios of whioh wo ore fond 
to recall. But such considerations find do 
placo in our government o( Ireland. We 
offend them with English sentiments, and 
force on them English laws ; wo insult them 
as well as injure them with that preposterous 
Church; and then tho natural result of all 
this is tho suspension of tho Habeas Corpus 
Act. Mr. Bright's speech tho other day was 
utterly ill-timed, but it was unhappily, in 
some respects, too true. No real good cau 
como from partial remedies, like tho Muy- 
nooth grant, or from giving Catholics, as 
such, a placo in tho Queen's Colleges— which 
lattor is really a retrograde step, being to 
degrade an unsectarian into a eoctnriun 
system of education. Wo must mako up our 
minds that in Iroland wo havo to face a 
atato of society utterly out ol joint, both as 
rogarda its religious mid its civil institutions, 
or wo need nevor hope that this deep re- 
proach on the English name will bo wiped 
away," 

Reform, however, in tho government ol 
Iroland will provo of but a fraotion of the 
■value it ought to provo if tho Irish pooplo do 
not got rid of somo of thoir own anti-progros» 
live notions, Tlioy must drunm no more 
about Prion Borobme, or Malaobl that " woro 
the collar of gold," or tho harp that shed 
tho soul of music in Tara'a hall—all this is 
very good lor u littlo sentimental pastime, 
but a raco of peoplo In this practical age 
cannot afford to wosto their energies in at- 
tempting to livo in iho past. Iroloiul has 
boon ruined by soulimont, her stomuch has 
boon shrivelled up on scanty ■: lions of food, 
wbilo her imagination has bean crammed lo 
bursting with tbe glories of tho uncivilized 
past. Instead of using hnr sharp wits and 
Celtio vigor in meeting hor English nnd 
,Sooloh brethren on tho field of commercial 



and manufaotr.ring competition, she has in 
too many inatr-ncoa frittered away hor onom 
gies on unworthy objects. Instead of be- 
coming part and parcel of tho British nation, 
sho has endeavored to pcrpotuate the dis- 
tinction of raco and nationality, and enshroud 
herself in tho garments of excluaiveness - 
This is her great blunder ; for if thoro is one 
peculiarity of modern progress mora broadly 
marked than another it is tho rapid, extinction 
of all lines of difference basod on prido, pre- 
judice or superstition. Tho civilizad world 
is rapidly advancing to cosmopolitism. Tho 
tendency of tho ago is opposed to segregation. 
Nature has clearly set her laws against it ; 
for wherovor wo find a class or race of people 
isolating themselves from tho rest of mankind 
we shall Beo degenoracy and barbarism. If 
we look for tbo cause of tho ignornnoo and 
holpleesnesB of uncivilized races everywhere^ 
we shall sec it in thoir divisions and exolu 
sivenesa. If W o como even to the nations of 
Europe we shall find those tho most backward 
who havo nourished national prido or preju- 
dice toon extent that has produced isolation. 
The convctso of the proposition holds equally 
true. Tho nations who intermingle most 
with each other are tho foremost in wealth, 
in civilization and in power. Tho world has 
really attached too much importance to 
race and nationality. The most progreaaive 
country history ha9 ovor seen is that great 
community on tho American continent that 
ia absorbing, week after week and year after 
year, members of nearly every people under 
tho sun — that is, in fact, the compounded of 
all nationalities. Even England herself, whero 
would she havo been to-'dny hnd that much 
admired Bpeciman of humanity called tho 
" ancient Briton" boon loft to work out his 
own civil isation ? Wo question indeed 
whether sho would have been as far advunced 
as China or Japan. It was the Roman, tho 
Saxon, the Daoe nnd tho Norman, with all 
thoir sanguinary incursions, that beat bar- 
barism out of tho native nnd brought forlh 
tboso powers that made tho British empire 
tho colossal thing it is. Whether tha past is 
to be regratted or adrairod does not, however 
now very much concern the Englishman. 
The most soutimcntnl citizen of London or 
Livorpool would rather mnke a thousand 
pounds on the sale of a ship's cargo than be 
told ho ia a lineal descendant of Canute tbe 
Great or William the Conqueror. This is the 
materialistic quality which tho Irish charac- 
ter most wants, Instead of vainly fretting 
over historical facts, let tho Irish pooplo re- 
alize the present and mako tho best of it. 
Lot them give up all hope o( separation from 
England and accept union with Great Britain 
as their destiny. If they want to fight, lot 
thorn unite with tho English nnd Scot- 
tish masses and wage war for a larger 
share of popular right — for moro exten- 
sive political privileges: If they do this 
thero is no disability they need labor 
under. Thoy have got in the character of 
tho Island many natural advantages over 
their neighbors, oud they have ability cer- 
tainly inferior to neither the English nor tbe 
Sootch- All that is wanted is in tbe first 
place a removal of tho numerous disabilities 
and grievances under which the people labor, 
and in the second a determination on the 
part of tho inhabitants themselves to let the 
past alone and look steadily and hopefully 
into the future, — not as a small independent 
nationality, but as an integral and important 
portion of the British empire.

It is fully 
oonBrrned that the proposed poaco confer- 
ence- is abandoned owing to tho demands of 
Austria which wore regarded by England, 
Franco and Russia as tantamount lo a refu- 
sal ; nil negolialions woro thereforo broken 
oil.

Tbe President oltho Munici- 
pal Council, Mr. W. J. Armstrong, occupied 
the chair. A Commiltee, consisting of the 
Chairman and Messrs. Homer and Holbrook, 
was appointed to wait upon the OfGoer Ad- 
ministering- the Government on tho Bubject 
The Hon. Mr. Birch gave his Banc- 
lion to tho enrollment of an assistant 
corps of Volunteers lor the prosent emer 
gency, and gavo instructions to Mr. Brew 
to receive tho names of those who were 
willing to be enrolled. Tho list waa opened 
on Thursdsy evening when 30 namea were 
received. A memorial was also to bo pre- 
sented to Administrator Birch asking hira lo 
apply to the Imporial Government for a force 
of soldiers to act as permanent guard to the 
colony.

Spalding, nt Quesnelmouth, announc- 
ing the return of the prospecting party from 
Canon Creek with good news. The wire 
unfortunately broke yesterday when tho 
operator was about to transmit our news 
despatch, so that we are without any parti- 
culars. It is reported that a very rich strike 
has been made on Grouse Creek, but we 
must owait more definite information. There 
are also reporis of further rich strikes on 
Ff«nch Creek, which however need confirma- 
tion. The Cariboo Senlinol of this week 
had reached Quesnelmouth, but contained no 
news of sufliciont imporlanco to telegraph. — 
Columbian.

Sioox War in the NorthtWest Ended 
— Tho Sioux war, whioh was inaugurated in 
the stato of Minnesota by the murdering of 
over thirteen hundred defenceless mon, 
women and children, has at last beon brought 
to a close by a general amnesty on the part 
of tho United Slates for all past offences 
committed by tho Indians. This war has 
cost the Government over twonly-Dvo mil- 
lion of dollars, including tho expenses of the 
Sully expedition. Tho Indiana on the out- 
Bido havo not lost by death in battle and ex- 
ecution on the gallows, over four hundred ol 
their tribe. A correspondent of the Chicago 
Times, in speaking of the winding up of 
this bloody tragedy, says : " Thus vanishes 
tho last vestige of our Indian war by the 
offer of a general omncHty. It looks strange 
that Indians who murdered our peoplo in 
1862 by the score, should bo first to receive 
a general amnesty, while our brothers in 
the South, if they ever receive a general 
amnesty, will come in sooond to tho savages 
of Dacotah territory: 

The -Side-Walks Aoain. — Wo would 
again call tho attention of ihe City Fathers 
to the very dangerous condition of sonio of 
the side-walks in various parts of the City.

THE SALE OP LIQUOR TO INDIANS. 

The following petition to tho Legislative 
Council praying that tho bill now before that 
hoiiorablo body to legalize tho sale of intox- 
icating liquors to Iudians may not become 
law is now in course of signaturo, and will, 
we have ovory reason to suppose, bo vory 
numerously signed : 

The Honorable the Legislative Council, the 
humble Petition of the under signed inhab* 
Hants of Vancouver Island sheweth, 
That your petitioners view with oxlremo 
rcgrot and unfeigned alarm tho Bill to Legal- 
ize tho sale of intoxioating liquors to tho In- 
diana now bofore your honorable body. 

Before allowing this bill to become law 
your petitioners humbly beg your honorable 
body to weigh tho following considerations : 

1. Such a mensuro na that contemplatod in 
tho Bill iu question til opposed to the history 
nnd oxporienco of tho British American Pro,, 
vinccs as well as of tho United Srotos of 
America. 

During the period of barbarism of native 
races it 1ms been found both expedient und 
i.eccssary lo prohibit the sale of intoxicants 
to iho aborigines. 

2. The effect of strong drink upon the In- 
dians is vastly different from its effect upon 
the whites. 

Tho Indians drink by tribes, villages or 
companies, anil almost invariably to excess 
while tho supply lasts. When drunk they 
exhibit tho wildest recklessness and indiffer- 
ence to human lifo. Any weapon which cornes 
to hand is then used with deadly fury und 
fatal conseqiioncos. 

There is no public opinion, no censure ol 
society to restrain the unlettciod savugo in 
tho use of this to them most dangerous bev- 
erage. 

3. Tho partial failure in the operation of 
the present prohibitory law docs not provo 
either its injustice or the wisdom of its repeal. 
It has yet to be show n that any sustained, 
well organized, and systematic effort has been 
made to enforce the law. 

It is humbly urged by your petitioners 
that thero are no officers detailed for this 
special duly, nnd that scones daily onactcd 
on the Indian Reserve at Victoria could not 
possibly havo oceuried if there had been any 
proper system of police supervision to carry 
out iho law. 

4. The special attractions said to bo im- 
parted to intoxicating liquor by tho prohibi- 
tion of its use, might with equal force bo 
urged in favor ol tho repeal of all prohib- 
itory enactments ; while the argument drown 
Irom the infringement of tho liberty of the 
subject, so often alleged in this question, falls 
to tho ground when it is remembered that 
tho Indians are wards of the Government, 
considered unlit to be entrusted with the 
management of their own lands, or to be ad- 
mitted to the full privilegesol British subjects. 
Hence it docs not appear to your petitionors 
to be consistent with sound reason and true 
philosophy to place in the hands of Ihe 
natives a drink admitted by all to bo injurious, 
and destructivo to them, while they are con- 
f.-s=edly still unqualified to exercise the rights 
of men and citizens In many matters of a 
much more harmless charnctor. 

5. Tho iutflieient execution of the prohib- 
itory law has given sad proof that the natives 
will barter their finest furs for liquor in pre- 
ference to nay other medium of exchange. 

Their thirst for strong drink thus deprives 
them of those articles which would minister 
at once to their commercial advantage and 
their progress in civilization. This in the 
opinion of your petitioners claims, not the 
repeal of the piohibitory law, but its more 
rigid enlorccment. 

6. In the opinion of your petitioners it is 
tho sacred duly of the Government to protect 
the natives as well Irom their own desperato 
and destructive vices, as from the cupidity 
and lust of lawless whites, and that, therefore, 
whilo every piivate effort for their ameliora- 
tion ought to bo warmly supported, a well 
digested scheme of Indian iuiprovemont should 
bo adopted by the Crown and vigorously 
carried out. 

7. But in Iho opinion of your petitionors 
the licensed sale of intoxicating liquors would 
prove most disastrous to such a schome. 

In view therefore of the experience of all 
other British American Colonies of the pe- 
culiar and destructive effects of intoxicating 
liquors upon the Indions ; of the slight and 
inadequate efforts hitherto made to eofoice 
the prohibitory law; of the infallible loss 
and ruin which would result to the Indians 
from the barter ol their articles of commerce 
for liquor instead of thoso things which min- 
ister to molerial progress ; of the solemn duty 
of the Government to protect and elevate the 
natives ; and of the great difficulties whioh 
the sale of intoxicating liquors would place 
in the way of such elevation ; your humble 
petitioners pray your honorable body to reject 
the bill authorising the salo of intoxicating 
liquors to Indians now under your consider- 
ation. 

And your petitioners as in duty bound will 
over pray, &o.

A WORD TO MOTHERS. 



ADDRESS. 



Tho following oriciual election a ddross of 
a Victorian, well-known to thoso who have 
visited Melbourne, is worthy of perueal. 

To the Eleotobs of East Melbourne,— 
Gentlemen,— For the third time 1 ofler my- 
self for re-election aa ono of your represen- 
tatives in tho " Con inoiiH " of Victoria. 

Tho prosent political lend has arisen out of 
an indisposition on the part of tho Manches- 
ter class of importers and middlemen's re- 
fusal to pay a very small share ol taxation 
Those traders iiwho thn country their home 
but for a fow years, after which they tulto 
their departure for other climes, aud with 
overflowing pockets, and coarso jibes and sar- 
castic sneers on their tongues at colonial 
society, they libel our institutions and defame 
our social condition. They also, through 
thoso organized subsidies, have made a cut'*- 
paw of tho Council Chamber. They have, 
by tho Bamo means, won tho lavor ol a por- 
tion of tho prosH, and have immortalized 
themselves by repeatedly nmulling our must 
gracious Queen, in tho pornon of our impartial 
and independent Governor. 

The aim ol this class is to fix the burthen 
of the taxation on other Bhoulders than their 
own, to discourage all manufactures, to sub- 
vert the Lund Act ; nnd nbovo all, anil 
worse than all, to rob us of tho suffrage.
